Even after the crickets 
had long been dead tbe sparrow remem- 
bred its lesson ana continued to repeat 
their cry. None of the other birds at- 
tempted to imitate the crickets. Singu- 
larly enough, tbe sparrow never utters 
the peculiar squalling cry of its own 
species, having been removed from its 
nan too early, apparently, *c have 
learned it

This enoi-mons sheet 
of chalk IB tilted op slightly on tbe 
west, and its depressed eastern portions 
that dip toward tbe waters of tbe North 
sea are usually buried from Eight by 
means of overlying sands and clay?. 
Where tbe edges of tbe chalk floor ecaie 
upon the aea the cliff scenery is strik- 
ingly grand and beantlfcl. Any one 
wbo bag once seen tbe magnificent rocks 
of Flamborongh and Beecby Head, tbe 
jagged stacks of the Needles or tbe diz 
ay man of Shakespeare's cliff, near Do 
TOT, can understand why "tbe white 
cliffs of Albion" bos grown into a stock 
phraae. 


This massive sheet of chalk appears 


again in France, in many other parts oi 
Europe as far east as tbe Crimea, ant 
even in central Aria beyond the sea ol 
Aral. How far it stretched westward 
into what is now the Atlantic may nev- 
er be known, bnt chalk cliffs of at least 
800 feet in thickness are seen ar An 
trur-, in Ireland, and less conspicuous 
formations are found in Scotland, in 
Argyll and Aberdeen.

minutes. This forces the gas and 
air out of it and cause* the carbon- 
ate of lime to be at oncwdeposited on 
the aides of the kettle or boiler in 
the form of "fur." After being 
boiled water should stand until quite 
cold. Another method of softening 
hard water is by the addition of a 
small quantity of milk of Ume, 
which can be obtained from

Colonel Baker was born in England 


•lid was brought to America while a 
child by bis parent*. Hia father WM * 
weaver and obtained work in a Phila- 
delphia vaill. Young Baker alto worked 
in the mill when he got old enough. 
Wearing wai not to nil taste, and at 
soon aa be conld he went to Illinois and 
without the aid of mnch schooling edu- 
cated himself, got admitted to the bar 
and began the practice of the law in 
middle Illinois, riding in the circuit 
with Lincoln and winning tame as an 
orator. He went to Mexico as colonel of 
an Illinois regiment and won fame at 
Cerro Gorda Being attracted to Cali- 
fornia at an early day, he aettled in 
8*n Francteco and speedily became fa- 
mous aa * jury lawyer, particularly in 
criminal ease*. So great ww his repu- 
tation as an orator that the miners 
would leave their claims and go miles 
over the mountain trails to hear him 
•peak.

Early in 1860 Colonel Baker deter 
ined to try to be elected a United 
ttatas senator from Oregon. It was a

Boat andaciona aehenie for a resident 
of one state to attempt to become a sen- 
ator from aq adjoining state, where he 
bad not even attempted to gain a resi- 
dence. It would require a little more 
cheek for a New York man to try to be- 
come senator from Connecticut than it 
did for Colonel Baker to undertake to 
become senator from Oregon. The very 
audacity of the scheme commended it 
to Colonel Baker, and he entered upon 
the work with great energy. He stomp- 
ed Oregon before the Jnne election and 
boldly proclaimed himself a candidate 
tor the senate as a Republican against 
the celebrated General Joe Lane. The 
legislature met in the fall, and after a 
hot fight Colonel Baker was elected sen- 
ator, with a noted wit, James W. Nee- 
mith, as hit colleague. 


The news of the election of Senator 


Baker preceded his return by only a 
few days, causing great joy to his 
friends in California, who decided to 
give him a public reception, a function 
which in those days meant the assem- 
bling of friends to listen to a speech by 
the honored man. The American thea- 
ter on Sansome street, with a Beating 
capacity of 8,000 when the stage wag 
arranged for auditors, was engaged for 
the occasion. On the appointed evening 
every available seat and bit of standing 
room was occupied, while hundreds 
were turned away. Seats at tables were 
arranged on the stage for half a doaen 
reporters, among them being a tall, 
thin, consumptive looking man about 
45 years old, named Hvt, who had 
been reporting for newspapers BO long 
that he was supposed to be proof 
against the wiles of luau or woman. 


It was stated at the time that as 


Colonel Baker rodo down to the meet- 
ing with the committee he remarked: 


"I onght to make the speech of my 


life tonight, but I feel as if I will make 
a failure." 


After the meeting had beeu formally 


opened a 1111111 about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, athletic and erect iu bnild, with 
a magnificent head scantily covered 
with gray hair, a smoothly «b»«en face, 
aquiline nose, blazing dark eyes, a large 
neck encircled with a wide* Byron col- 
lar and wearing dark clothing, was in- 
troduced as "Colonel Baker, our sena- 
tor from Oregon.'-' 


As I had never heard Colonel Baker 


speak, but bad bad my head filled with 
stories of his oratorical powers, I sat 
among the reporters, prejudiced against 
him by the perversity of my nature, and 
studied him. For the first 15 minutes 
t compared him with the noted orators 
[ bad heard in the east, my early con- 
clusion being: "If this is 'the great 
orator of the Pacific' and 'the gray eagle 
)f California,' he is much overrated. I 
have heard a score of men who excelled 
iim." Then I became interested in the 
matter apd the smuncr of the orator. 
His voice rivaled ia toue and compass 
the notes produced by a silver bugle 
When playt.-d liy a in sister, his gestures 
sesrued ir.crc- appropriate and 'graceful 
than those of any ^pcakfr I had ever 
lieard, and his utterances were so ec- 
traucing that all iv:en of the flight of 
time was lost as tbe e;;r.s drunk in his 
words and tho eyes watched his grace- 
ful movements. 


To give you an idea of the power of 


Colonel Baker's oratory it is eiiongh to 
relate that Mr. Hurt, the case hardened 
reporter I have mentioned, became so 
»bsorbed in the matter and so fascinated 
by the manner of the orator that he for- 
K>t his duty to his newspaper, fnrgot to 
take notes, forgot his surroundings anil | 
at one climax in the speech jumped 
from his seat, ran out on tho stage, 
grabbed Colonel Baker round the neck 
and, aniid tho tremendous cheering of 
the great andience. yelled: 


"By God, sir, you are right!" 
Tho iastant Hart spofco he woke up 
uu, realizing the spectacle ho hud 


made of himself, rushed from tho stage 
wnid the wild and long continued cheer.

Not only has the day of 
improvising warships from the mer- 
chant fleet passed away, but the con- 
ditions involved in the building of 
regular men-of-war have beenim-, 
measurably augmented in complica- 
tion and expense. Without going 
into tedious detail, interesting only 
to technical men, I will simplify the 
proposition by saying thai each one 
of the 13 inch turrets of the Massa- 
chusetts, with its two guns and all 
of its actuating gear, cost more 
money, so far as construction is con- 
cerned, than the cost of the old Con- 
stitution entire from the time her 
keel was laid till she bombarded, the 
bashaw's castle at Tripoli.

in the nitrogenous, or ntnaole forming, 
matt«ra than i* corn. It thus supple- 
ments tha nitrogenous poor com ration 
and snppliea the lacking ingredient in a 
highly relished form. 
Aa compared 


with the mature fresh corn fodder fed 
at the station, the alfalfa forage con- 
tains a hvtle more raburnre, ash, fiber 
and fat, much leaf starch and similar 
oomponnds, but nearly lj^ time* a* 
much of the nitrogenous protein, and of 
this protein about 77 per cent i* in the 
form of easily digestible albuminoid*.

The Riding; Plow. 


What has the ridii:g plow accom-

It has made things easier for the 


driver, but harder for the team. I have 
two riding plows, both good, but I find 
that it is about as fatiguing for three 
horses to dra\v either of these plows as 
it is for two horses to draw a common 


ud plow of the same size at the same 


depth. Ibe riding plow is the plow for 
boys, old jueu, lazy men and cripples. 
It can be fcct by iueans of ita levers so 
as to run at the de^ireil depth, then any- 
body who cau manage a team can plow 
and do fairly pood work and a reason- 
able amount of it, btit it is done at the 
expense of nn extra horse and huruess 
and with three times the cost for a 
plow. 


I have no wcrd of disparagement for 


the riding plow, because it has come to 
stay, and I fully appreciate the ride 
when I am a little tired or footsore. 
The point I wish to ruake is that the 
riding plow is the more expensive, and 
this extra expense brings nothing but 
comfort to the driver. A good plowman 
can tnru jast as good a furrow by band 
as he can by wheels and levers. The 
inventor ahonid try and modify the rid- 
ing plow so that ic will rest the horse 
us well as the man.

THE IMPROVED QUALITY OF SUGAR

The nuking of sugar from beet roots 


unit undoubtedly be reckoned a serious 
factor in the industrial world. First 
undertaken on a large scale amid the 
throe* of war a century ago, it toon be- 
came firmly established, attained con- 
dderable dimension* and effected some- 
thing like a revolution in the ragar 
trade. For to it we owe Most of the im- 
provement* in *ngar making prooeaee*. 
and especially the now well nigh nni- 
Ttraal refining of the product to its 
parent and mo*t attractive form. Bnt 
for Bonaparte'* quarrel with England 
the sugar of general nae might still be 
mnscovado. 


In later years the beet sugar industry 


ha* pushed forward to predominate over 
that of cane. The one baa been greatly 
stimulated by bounty systems in France, 
Germany and the United States, while 
social disturbances and other influences 
have much depressed the other. Two 
years of war have almost destroyed the 
cane sugar industry of Cuba, and an 
imperial commission is holding what- 
seems much like on antemoxtem inqnest 
upon that in the British West Indies. 
At tke same time the beet sugar indus- 
try in the United State* baa been great- 
ly developed, and under the energetic 
encouragement of the present adminis- 
tration bids fair to continue its growth 
at an accelerated rate. 


There is little doubt that the industry 


can be made widely profitable. The best 
beet roots contain about aa much sugar 
as does cane. The yield of them to the 
acre is enormous. They can be grown 
through a far wider climatic range of 
country than can cane, and thus can be 
produced where industrial conditions 
and proximity to market are most fa- 
vcrablo for profit. Of all this there n» 
no reasonable doubt. At the same timo 
much caution is to be observed by ali 
who would seek to engage in the enter- 
prise. There are meu now living who 
remember the disastrous mulberry tree- 
and silkworm mania and other similar 
crazes that have swept over this coun- 
try. It will not do to rush heedlessly 
into the growing of sugar beets, for tho 
result might be eren more rainous than 
that of any previous craze. There are, 
no doubt, places in this country where 
gilk culture might be conducted tw sue 
ccs&fully as in Franco or Japan. It was 
the indiscriminate attempt to do it ii. 
ail places, without regard to fitness, 
that brought ruin. There are probably 
millions of acre1: of laud in the United 
States on which sugar beets euu be 
grown as successfully as in Franco 01 
Germany, but there are also millions ol 
acres, on >\hich they cannot. That is the 
first fact for the farmer to take into 
consideration «ad for the agricultural 
department to iaak« clear. 


The sugar beet experiment vas tried 


in England, whom common beets ami 
turnips have long been a leading and 
most profitable crop, but it has failed,

The rivalry of tbo 
continental licet sugar producers, who 
enjoy lurge government bounties, is 
named as a reason for this result. Per- 
haps it is one reason, but another po- 
tent one is almost certainly to be found 
ia tho unfavorable climate of England. 
The summer is too fbozt and the weath- 
er too cool and damp to develop the 
fullest amount of sugar iu the beets. 


That is an example that may well bo 


borne in mind here. Careful investiga- 
tion and experiment can, alone determine 
the fitness of any region for this crop, 
and these should be undertaken. There 
is a possibility and a probability of de- 
veloping a ", ast aud beneficent industry. 
There ongbt to be no clanger of an in- 
sensate and disastrous craze.—New 
York Tribone.

Add to this th« 
uiauy tempting forms in which food is 
presented to th<- p<tlat« by our modern 
caliuary arts, the nharpr-uing of the ap- 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, the 
ctimalng afforded the appetite by a hot- 
tie of good \vino, and thu resale it often 
the cousompuoa of an auionut of food 
that simply overwhelms the assimila- 
tive organs. Sneh indulgence, if nnrt- 
atricted and habitual, tazc»> Loth the as- 
tioilativo and the <-x<-rctory organs to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
conplcd with sedentary life, and. more- 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing from the use of im- 
proper quality of food. 
> 


The human elaborating and excretory 


mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear and tear to an average 
limited period of about TO years. Un- 
der 40 per cent of extra work we mut» 
naturally expect impairment or break- 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from Bright 'u dis- 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
50 or 65 who should, and under prop- 
erly regulated lives and habits w<in!<l, 
have attained the natural ag& of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
snch people usually spring from excep- 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their imme- 
diate ancestors lived to advanced age* 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how- 
ever, is more apparent than real, for in- 
vestigation will usually reveal the fact 
that for the most part tho parents in 
such cases were people of more simple 
habits, snch as corresponded with New 
England life 75 or 100 years ago. 


The truth is that the well to do mau 


of today lives iu a faster age than that 
of his father and grandfather. He meets 
with greater opportunities and possi- 
bilities and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac- 
quires pecuniary resources, aud in 
larger amounts, and therefore be pos- 
sesses greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these come greater temptations to 
excess. While he has often inherited a 
splendid constitution from his ances- 
tors, nnlike them he has run his phys- 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
and it must of necessity more quickly 
wear out.— Charles W. Purdy, M. D.,

He ate 
four soft boiled eggs. Had I known as 
much then as I do now I would have 
prevented it In lees than a half hour 
ofter breakfast the boy died with exact- 
ly the same symptoms that were present 
•when wiy friend's wife died. This §ei 
rue to thinking about the matter. 


"It wasn't long after this before a 


Beacon hill friend of mine expired and- 
dculy after a m«al. The doctors, as 
usual, were divided iu opinion on the 
raune of death. Some of them c'mtend- 
ed( that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holdio; out 
that it was apoplexy. Inquiry by me 
developed the fart that my friend was 
very angry when he sat down ai taLle 
and that he ate five eggs. With these 
developments I searched no further for 
tho r-nnso of his death. Ho was angry, 
bo ate <-Kgs, and he died. If these are 
nut links i"? the chain of cause and ef- 
fect, the human intellect is incapable of 
logical thinking."—St. Loui-i Republic. 


HOURS AND WAGES.

As the n cent M sssou in Ixmdon of 


the jiiiT-nutsoaal lanu-rs' conference,

«xxil niii'fN of Great Britain, Kranet, 
Belgium and GerniiUiy, two or lhr«t- 
highly int<"re--tiug point* caiue up for 
fli»cu«-ioti, upon v.'hKh » •»":<!<- differ- 
ence of opiuiottv^b t-hciu-d. Oa thfe 
question of approval of advocating an 
eight honr law. while the French, Bel- 
gian and <ifriuan delegates uerc unani- 
mou^iy m fa i or uf it, and quite n rj'Jia- 
U-r of the Eughsh delegates were 
equally outspoken in their demand for 
parliamentary action, u number of the 
delegates representing Northumberland 
and Durham, two of the great coaling 
districts of England, stoutly disM-uted, 
aud the motion when passed was only 
adopted because these dissenters were 
outvoted- 


Tbe reason given for the Durham and 


Northumberland opposition to the eight 
hour bill was that at the present time 
the coal miners in th<-j-v districts, by 
their own exertions through well disci 
pliued trade organizations, have suc- 
ceeded in reducing the hours of labor of 
mining, employees to from 6J«> to 7 
hours in the working day. This limita- 
tion has been secured on the ground 
that work underground is of a character 
that warrants shorter houra of labor 
than would apply in the case of those 
who were engaged m a less trying form 
of occupation. The north of England 
miners assert, with some degree of 
force, that if parliamentary sanction 
were given to the eight honr theory 
their employers would immediately as- 
sert that the arrangements that now 
existed were at an end; that the labor 
organizations themselves bad succeeded 
in putting this measure through parlia- 
ment, and hence it was an official decla- 
ration, both on the part of the wage 
earners and the highest legislative tri- 
bunal in the land, that 8 hours and not 
GJi or 7 hoars a day were the full lim- 
its of a miner's working day. This line 
of reasoning did not influence tho Ger- 
man, Frtucb and Belgian miners for 
the reason that at the present time their 
terms of labor per day average a good 
deal more than 8 hours, a condition 
that is found to exist to quite a degree 
in the Welsh collieries also. 


Bnt when another question came np 


for discussion, the Welsh miners joined 
those of the north of England in a pro- 
test of a somewhat similar kind. This 
was on the question of supporting a res- 
olution in favor of a minimum wage. 
This was carried, the French, German 
and Belgian delegates voting unani- 
mously for it, bnt of the British dele- 
gates, while those representing 400,000 
miners voted yes, those representing 
326,000 voted no, the ground taken for 
this opposition being that a minimum 
wage would be quite apt to be looked 
upon as a maximum wage. What the 
French, German and Belgian miners 
wanted was a rate of pay considerably 
higher than most of them were getting, 
but the rate which they looked upon as 
a Minimum was considerably below 
what most of tbe English miners are 
now receiving. If an official authoriza- 
tion was given to fix wages at what 
would be an American equivalent of 
fl a day as a minimum, then tbe tend- 
ency on tho part of mine owners in 
England wonld be to take tho miners at 
their word and inform those who were 
now getting possibly twice that amount 
that f 1 a day was what they themselves 
had, through their representatives, af- 
firmed was a fair living rate of wagee. 
—Boston Herald.

Taxing Foreign l*bor*r». 


The act of the Pennsylvania legisla- 


ture regulating the employment of for- 
eign born, vuinatnralizpd male persons 
over 81 years of age took effect Jnly 1. 
It is stated in the preface that it is in- 
tended to protect citizen laborers of 
America against the competition of citi- 
zens of other countries. It provides that 
all persons, firms and corporations em- 
ploying one or more foreign horn, un- 
naturalized male persons over 21 years 
of age shall be taxed 8 cents per day for 
each day each of snch persons may be 
employed. One-half of the tax is to be 
used for school purposes, the other half 
for defraying the general expenses of 
county government. Employers of snch 
labor are required to keep exact records 
of the foreigners employed and the days 
they work, which lecords are to be open 
to the examination of county commis- 
eioners. Employers of foreign labor and 
the officers of corporations employing 
foreijjn Isbor are required to make de 
tailed qnarterly reports under oath to 
the county commissioners. Failure or 
neglect to do so is made a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fiut> uf not less than 
f200 or more than $1,000.

iu the nitrogenous, or mu*cl« forming, 
matters than ia corn. It thus supple- 
ments the nitrogenous poor corn ratios 
and ntppliea tbe lacking ingredient in a 
highly relished form. 
As compared 


with tbe mature fresh corn fodder fed 
at the Italian, tbe alfalfa forage con- 
tain* a liitle more moisture, ash, fiber 
and fat, much lea* starch and similar 
compounds, but nearly \X time* as 
much of the nitrogenous protein, and of 
this protein about 77 per oent i* in the 
form of easily digestible albuminoids. 


Alfalfa will furnish three or mom 


cuttings each year, and from fields at

on soils not thought to be best adapted 
to heavy growth tbe 'average yield of 
green fodder from nvecropaof four cut- 
tings each was over 17 tons per acre.

The Riding Plow.

I have 
two ndiuR plowh, both good, but I find 
that it is about as fatiguing for three 
horses to draw either of these plows as 
it is for two horses to draw a common 
uouu plow of tbe same size at tbe same 
depth. The riding plow IE tbe plow for 
boys, old nieu, lazy men and cripples. 
It can be set by weans of its levers so 
as to ruu at the desired depth, then any- 
body who can manage a team cau plow 
and do fairly good -work and a reason- 
able amount of it, bnt it is tloue at tbe 
expense of an extra horse and harness 
and with three times the cost for a 
plow. 


I have no word of disparagement for 


tira riding plow, because it baa come to 
stay, aud I fully appreciate tbe ride 
^yhen I am u little tired or footsore. 
The point I wish to tuake is that tbe 
riding plow is the more expensive, and 
this extra expense brings nothing bnt 
comforc to tbe driver. A good plowman 
cau turn just as good a furrow by band 
as he cau by wheels and levers. Tbe 
inventor shcnid try and modify the rid- 
ing plow so that it will rest tbe horse 
as well as the man.

MAKING BEET SUGAR. 


THE IMPROVED QUALITY OF SUGAR 


A RESULT OF THIS INDUSTRY. 


Prvdwcis* Beet S«ear I» Thta Coutry

The making of *ugar from beet roots 


omit undoubtedly be reckoned aaenons 
factor in the industrial world. First 
undertaken on a large scale amid the 
throes of war a century ago, it won be- 
oame firmly established, attained con* 
aiderable dimensions and affected some- 
thing like a revelation in the ragar 
trade. For to it weoweaHWtof theim- 
pnweraeuts in sugar making proueaK*. 
and eapwially the new well nigh nni- 
VM*al raining of the product to its 
puMot and most attractive form. But 
for Bonaparte's quarrel with England 
the ragar of general use might still be 
muscovado. 


In later years the beet sugar industry 


has pushed forward to predominate over 
that of cane. Tbe one has been greatly 
stimulated by bounty systems in France, 
Germany and the United States, while 
social disturbances and other raft 
have much depressed the other. Two 
years of war have almost destroyed the 
cane sugar industry of Cuba, and an 
imperial com mission is holding what 
aeeuM much like an antemortem inquest 
upon that in the British West Indies. 
At, the same time the beet sugar indus- 
try in the United States has been great- 
ly developed, and under the energetic 
encouragement of the present adminis- 
tration bids fair to continue its growth 
at an accelerated rate. 


There is little donbt that the industry 


can be made widely profitable. Tba beet 
beet roots contain about as much sugar 
as does cane. The yield of them to the 
acre is enormous. They can be crown 
through a far wider climatic range of 
country than can cane, and thus can be 
produced where industrial condition* 
and proximity to market are most far 
vcrablo for profit. Of all this there is 
ao reasonable doubt At the same tima 
macb caatiou is to be observed by ali 
who would seek to engage in the enter- 
prise. There are tneu now living who 
remember the disastrous mulberry tret 
and silkworm mania and other similar 
crazes that have swept over this coun- 
try. It will not do to rush heedlessly 
into the growing of sugar beets, for the 
result might be even more ruinous than 
that of any previous erase. There are. 
BO donbt, places in this country where 
silk culture might be conducted as sue 
cessfullj as tu France or Japan. It was 
the indiscriminate attempt to do it it. 
ail places, without regard to fitness, 
that brought ruin. There are probably 
millions of acres cf laud iu the United 
States on which sugar beeta can be 
grown as successfully as iu Franco ci 
Qerwauy, but there are also millions ol' 
acres ou which they cannot. That in the 
first fact for the tanner to take into 
consideration iiud for the agricultural 
department to make clear. 


The sugar beet experiment vas tried 


iu England, whera common beets and 
turnips have long been a leading and 
most profitable crop, but it has failed, 
and the last of the beet sugar factories 
has closed its doors. The rivalry of tbo 
continental beet sugar producers, \s ho 
enjoy large government bounties, is 
nuuiod as a reason for this result. Per- 
haps it is one reason, but another po- 
tent, one is almost certainly to be fonna 
m the unfavorable climate of England. 
The summer is too short and the weath- 
er too cool and damp to develop the 
fullest arnosut of sugar m the beets. 


That is an example that may well bo 


borne iu mind here. Careful investiga- 
tion and experiment can, alone determine 
the fitness of any region for this crop, 
and these should be undertaken. There 
is a possibility and a probability of de- 
veloping a vast aud beneficent industry. 
There ought to be no danger of an in-, 
scnsate aud disastrous erase.—New 
York Tribune.

Un- 
er 40 per cent of extra work we muse 
itnrally expect impairment or break- 
own of tbe mechanism much earlier, 
t should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from Bright's dis- 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
0 or 55 who should, and under prop- 
rly regulated lives and habits wnnld. 
ave attained the natural agt> of 70 or 


over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
noh people usually spring from excep- 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to tbe fact that their imme- 
iate ancestors lived to advanced ages 
f 80 years or more. This paradox, how- 
ver, is more apparent than real, for in- 
estigation will usually reveal the fact 
bat for the most part the parents in 
uch cases were people of more simple 
labits, such as corresponded with New 
lug]and life 75 or 100 years ago. 
The truth is that the well to do man 
f today lives iu a faster age than that 
f his father and grandfather. He meets 
•with greater opportunities and possi- 


iliticf and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac- 
[uires pecuniary resources, and in 
arger amounts, and therefore he pos- 
sesses greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these come greater temptations to 
xcees. While he has often inherited a 
splendid constitution from bis ances- 
crs, unlike them he has ran his phys- 
oal mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
ind it mnst of necessity more quickly 
wear out.—Charles W. Purdy, M. D., 
n North American Review.

good temper. I noticed that she ate au 
mutually large amount of soft scram- 
Died eggs. Fifteen minutes after we 
«ft the dining room she was a corpse. 
She died in frightful convulsions be- 
fore the nearest doctor reached the 
souse. The doctor was unable to ascribe 
the cause. A few months later I was 
visiting a brcther in Connecticut, and 
one of his sons died under similar cir- 
'umstances. Before breakfast one morn- 
ing tbe boy, who wax about 15 years 
old, had a tight with a neighbor's boy. 
Before his auger bad subsided my 
nephew was called to breakfast. He ate 
four soft boiled eggs. Had I known aa 
much then as I do now I wonld have 
prevented it 
In less than a half hour 


after breakfast the boy died with exact 
ly tbo same symptoms that were present 
when uiy friend's wife died. This set 
me to thinking a boat die matter.

n]y after a meal. Tbe doctors, aa 


uss.nl. were divided iu opinion on the 
?aut>e of doath, JSome of them contend 
ed that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holding on 
that it was apoplexy. Inquiry by me 
developed the fart that my friend was 
very angry when be sat Uo\vij at talle 
and that lie ate five eggs. With these 
developments J searched no further for 
tho onnse of his death. Ho was angry 
ho afe t-Kgs, and be died. !f these are 
not litikB i=? tho chain cf cause and ef 
feet, the human intellect is incapable o'

This limita- 
iou has been secured on the ground 
hat work underground is of a character 
that warrants shorter hours of labor 
than wonld apply iu the case of those 
who were engaged in a lew trying form 
if occupation. Toe north of England 
miners assert, with some degree of 
oroe, that if parliamentary sanction 
were given to the eight hour theory 
heir employers wonld immediately as- 
sert that the arrangements Ibat now 
listed were at an end; that the labor 
organizations themselves had succeeded 
in putting this measure through parlia- 
ment, and bonce it was an official decla- 
ration, both ou the part of the wage 
earners and the highest legislative tri 
ranal in the land, that 8 hours and not 
CU or ? boors a day were the fnll lim- 
M of a miner's working day. This line 
of reasoning did not influence tie G«r- 
man, French and Belgian miners for 
be reason that at the present time their 
erms of labor per day average a good 
deal more than 8 hours, a condition 
hat is found to exist to quite a degree 
u the Welsh collieries also. 


But when another question came up 


'or disottssion, the Welsh miners joined 
those of the north of England in a pro- 
test of n somewhat similar kind. This 
was on the question of supporting a res- 
olution in favor of a minimum wage. 
This was carried, the French, German 
and Belgian delegates voting tmani 
monsly for it, bnt of the British dele- 
gates, while those representing 400,000 
miners voted yes, those representing 
326,000 voted no, the ground taken for 
this opposition being that a minimum 
wage Would be quite apt to be looked 
upon as a maximum wage. What the 
French, German aad Belgian miners 
wanted was a rate of pay considerably 
aigher than most of them were getting, 
but the rate which they looked upon as 
a minimum was considerably below 
what most of the English miners are 
now receiving. If an official authoriza- 
tion WAS given to fix wages at what 
wonld be an American equivalent of 


a day as a minimum, then the tend- 


ency on thn part of mine owners in 
England wonld be to take the miners at 
their word and inform those who were 
now getting possibly twice that amount 
that f 1 a day was what they themselves 
had, through their representatives, af- 
firmed was a fair living rate of wagee. 
— Boston Herald. 


•ruing Foreign Laborers. 


Thn act of the Pennsylvania legiria 


ture regulating the employment of for- 
eign born, nnnaturalized male persons 
over 21 years of age took effect July 1. 
It is stated m the. preface that it is in- 
tended to protect citizen laborers ol 
America against the competition of citi- 
aens of other countries. It provides thai 
all persons, firms and corporations em 
ploying one or more foreign born, nn 
naturalized male persons over 21 years 
of age shall be taxed 8 cents per day for 
each day each of such persons may be 
employed. One-half of the tax is to be 
used 4or school purposes, the other hal 
for defraying the general expenses of 
county government. Employers of such 
labor are required to. keep exact record 
of the foreigners employed and the days 
they work, which records are to be open 
to the examination of county commie 
sioners. Employers of foreign labor ant 
the officers of corporations employing 
foreicn Icbor are required to make de 
tailed quarterly reports under oath t 
the county commissioners. Failure o 
neglect to do so is made a misdenieano 
punishable by a fine uf not less than 
|200 or more than $1,000.

shipped. It will have this advan- 
tage over steam roads, that no farmer 
living close to the line would have to 
haul his stuff more than a bait mile 
to lead it, aa sidings could be put in 
wherever needed to accommodate tbe 
patrons of the road. In passenger 
business the aocomodation will be 
far superior to a steam road, as cars 
will stop for passengers wherever the 
passenger wants- to get on or off. 


"Mr. Hsrtmso, of Lima, detailed 


further the work proposed, snd alto 
stated that in addition to railroad 
traffic they would haye telephote 
snd telegraph lines with connections 
with all lines, bringing us into com- 
munication with the whole country 
Also that the power house would 
furnish power for factories snd all 
purposes where cheap power is need- 
ed, and lights for public and private 
use.
